- Afterourgoing henceqwhichwasthe fourteenth 

of September, in theyeare ofourLord, one thow- 

ſand fiuc hundradeighty and fic : andraking our 

courſe towards Spainc,»wehad the winde for a few 

 daies ſomewhat skant, and ſometimes calme. And 

being ariued neerethat partof the coaſt of Spaine, 
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4 $1x'  PFrancrs  Drarty/ 
which is called ;the Mores; we happened toebþic 
diuerſofilet; which keprtheir courſe cloſe by the 
ſhore; the weather beingfairc/and calme, The Ge- 
_ nerall cauſed the Vizeadmirallto goe with the Pin- 
naces well manned to ſce whatthey were, who vp- 
| ponſightofthe faid pinnaces approching nere vn- 
tro them, abandonned forthe moſt parte all their 
ſhippes (being Frenchmen) laden all with ſalr, and 
bounde homewardes intoFrance, amongſt which 
ſhips ( beingall bur of ſmall burden) there was one 
ſo well liked,which alſo had no man in her,as being 
brought vnto the Generall, he thought good to 
make ſtay of hexfor the ſeruice,mcaning to pay for 
her, as was accordin ed at ourreturne, 
which barke was calted the Drake. The reſt of theſe 
ſhips being cight or nine, were diſmiſſed without 
any thing atallraken fromthem. V Ve being after- 
wards put ſomewharfurther off fromthe ſhore, by 
the contrarictie of winde, we ned to meetc 
with ſome other French ſhips, full ladenwith New- 
land fiſh, being vpontheirreturnchomeward from 
the ſaid New found land: whom the Generall after 
ſome ſpeech had with them, and ſecing plainly that | 
they were Frenchmen, rarer Lapeer)

gaine, wediſcriedan othertall ſhip oftwelue ſcore

withour ſuffering any bodic to goabooxd yatill the 
Admirall was come vp:who foorthwith ſending for 
the Maiſter, and diuerſc others of their principall 
men , andcauſingthcm to be ſeuerally examined, 
founde the ſhip nd goyoes pe Ones 
inhabicants of $. $Szza$sT1AN inSpaine, but the | 
marriners to be for the moſt parte belonging to 
S.lohnde Lv c = &the paſlage.Inthis ſhip was great 
ſore of drie Newlandfiſh, commonly called with 
vs PooreIohn, whcrofafterwards being thus found 
a lawfull prize, there wasdiſtribution made into all 
the ſhips ofthe Fleete, the ſame being ſoneweand 
good, as itdid verygreatly beſtcad vs inthe whole 
courſe of our yoyage, A day or two afterthe taking 
ofthis ſhip, we put in withthe Iles of Baron, for 
lacke offauourable wind; where we had no ſooner 
-anckered fome part of the Fleete, but the Generall 
commaunded all the Pinnaces withthe ſhip boates 
'to be manned, and cuerie manto be furniſhed with 
ſuchatmes as wasneedcfull forthar preſent ſervice, 
which being done, the Generallputhim elfe into 
his Galley, which was alſo well furniſhed, and row-

aduaunced onehalfe league of ourway,there came 
a meflenger being an E 4475 = 20M fromthe 
Gonernour, to ſce whar it e Fleete we were, 
who cameto our Genanl;/an conferred awhile 
withhim, andafter a final! rime ſpent,our Generall 


 * calledfor Captaine Sampſon,and willed him togo 


to the Gouemour of the Citie, toreſolue him of 
to pointes. Thefaſt, wknovelf there were any 


warres betweene Spain and England.T he ſecond 
 whyour Marchaiits with their were imbar- 
orarreſted. Thus departed Captaine Sampſon 
'withthefaid meſſengerrothecirie, wherehe frund 
the Gonernourand peopleauch amuzedof fuch a 
-ſaddenaccident. 
The Generall with the adviſe and comſell of 
Maiſter Carlcill his Licurenantgenerall, who was 
inthe galley with him, thought norgoudco make 
aty ſtand, nll fuch time as nuts were withm{horof 
che Citic , where they mightbercadie vpon the re- 
| rurneof CaptaineSampſon,'tomake a fuddenat- 
rempr if cauſe did require bofore irwasdarke.” 
Capraine Sampſon returned wb his metlage in 
this ſort. Firſt ;rouc ce orwarres;'the Go- 
- uernour ſayd heknew of nowarres, and thartit lay 
not inhimto make any , he being ſo meanc a fub- 


ict 
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ietas he was, Andas forthe ſtay ofthe Marchanes 
with their goods, it was the kings pleaſure, bur not 
with intent to endommage any man. And thatthe 
kingsconter commandement was(which had bene 
receaucd in that place ſome ſcauennight before) 
that Engliſh Marchants with their —__ ſhould be 
diſcharged : for the more verifying whereof, he 
ſent ſuch Marchants as were in the towne of our 
Nation,who:traffiqued thoſe parts: which being ar 
large declared.to our Generall by them, counſel 
wastaken what might heſt be done. And forthar 
the night approched, itwas thought needefull ro 
land ourforcewhich was done intheſhutting vp af 
the day, & hauing quartered our ſcluesto our moſt 
aduanragwich lficargardyponcurryMitaight 
we thought to reſt our ſelues for that night there. 
The Gouernour ſent vs ſome refreſhing , as bread, 
wine, oyle, apples, grapes, marmalad and ſuchlike. 
About midnight the weather beginnestq oyercalt, 
inſomuch that itwas thought meeterto .repaire 3- 
boord,thento make any longerabode 0nland,and 
before we could recouerthe Flecte,agreattempeſt

haue done) to intreate'vs er them ſome part 
oftheirnecdefull prouiſions, orattheleaſt,to ſpare 
the ruining of their towne atthe going away. The 
cauſe ofthis their vnreaſonable diſtruſt(as Idotake 
it) wasthefreſhremembrance ofthe great wrongs 
had doneto olde Maiſter V Villiam Hawkins 
ofPlimouth, in the voyage he made fower orfuc 
yeares before, when as they did both breake their 
promiſe, and murdered many of his men , whereof 
Tiudge you hauc adetlodand therefore necde- 
be here repeated.

: From hence putting ouer to the VVeſt Indies, 
wewere not many dayes at ſea, butthere beganne 
amongſt our people ſuch mortalirie,as in few daies 

there weredead aboue two orthree hundred men. 
And vntil ſome feucn or cightdayes after ourcom- 
ming from $.I a 60, there had not died anie one 
man of (ickeneſſe in all the Fleete : the ſickeneſle 
ſhewed not his infeion wherewith ſo many were

Thenextdaywe quartercdalitle more at large, 
burnotinthe halfe part of.the rowne, and ſo ma- 
king ſubſtanuall treaches,and planting all the ordi- 
naunce, that each parte was correſpondent to 0- 
ther, we held this towne the ſpace of one moneth. 
*  , Inthe which time hapnedſome accidentsmore 
then are well remembred for the preſent, bur a- 
mongeſt other thinges it chaunced that the Gene- 
rall ſent onhis meſſage ro the Spaniardes a negro 
boy with a Hagge of white, (ignifying truce as is the 
Spaniards ordinarie manerto dothere, whenthey 
approch to ſpeake with vs, which boy vahappily 
was firſt met withal,by ſome of thoſe aho had bene 


 ( belonging as officers for the king in the Spaniſh 


galley,

galley, which with the rowne was lately fallen into 
our hands, who without all order orreaſon, & con- 
trary to that good viage wherewithwe had enter- 
raincdtheir meſſengers, furiouſlic ſtroke the poore 
boy through the body with one of their horſemens 
ſtaues, with which wound the boy returned to the 
Generall, and after he had declared the maner of 
this wrongfull crucltie , died forthwith in his pre- 
ſence,wherewith the Generall being greatly paſſho- 
ned, commanded the Prouoſt marrtiall, to cauſe a 
couple of Friers, then priſoners, to be caried tothe 
ſame place where the boy was ftroken, accompa- 
nied with ſufficient gard of our ſouldiers, and there 
preſently to be hanged, diſpatchingatthe ſame in- 
ſtant another poore priſoner,withthis reaſon wher- 
fore this execution was done, and withthis meſſage 
further, that ynrill the partic who had thus murthe- 
red the Generals meſſenger, were deliueredinto 
our hands, to receaue condigne puniſhment, there 
ſhould no day paſſe, wherein there ſhould nottwo 
priſoners be "Las yntill they wereall conſumed 
which were in our hands, 

VVhereuponthe day folowing)he that had bene 
Capraine ofthe kings galley, broughrihe offendor 
to the townes ende, offring rodeliterhim into our 
hands, bur it was thought a more honourable re- 
uenge,to make them therein ourſ1;;ht,ro performe 
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the execution them ſelues , which was done ac- 
.- During our being in. this rowne,as fortnerly alſo 
atS. Lago there had paſlediuſtice vponthe life of 
one of our owne companie for an odious marter:{o 
here likewiſe was there an Iriſh man hanged, for 
the murthering of his Corporall. 

Inchis time alſo paſſed many treaties betweene 
their commiſſioners and vs,for ranſome oftheir Ci 
tic, but ypon diſagreements, we ſtill ſpentthe carly 
mornings in firing the outmoſt houſes : but the 
being built very magnificently of ſtone, with high 
ue vsno ſmall trauell to ruine them. And 
albcit for diuersdayes together, we ordained eche 
mgrning by.day breake, vatill the heate began at 
Nile of the clocke, that two hundred mariners did 
nought elſe bur labour to ficr and burne the fayd 
houſes withour our trenches, whileſt the ſouldiers 
inalike proportionſtood foorth for their gard: yet 
did we notor could not in this time conſume ſo 
much as one third part ofthe towne. And ſo inthe 
end,whart wearicd with firing,and what haſtened by 
ſome other reſpes, we were contentto acceptof 
fue and twentie thouſand Duckets, offuc {hillings 
ſixe pence the peece,for the raunſome of the reſt of 
| thetowne, Amongſt other things which happened 
and were found at $.Dou1NGo, lmay notomitto 

; let 
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letthe world know one very notable marke and to- 
ken, ofthe vnſariable ambition of the Spaniſh King 
and his nation, which was found in the kjngs houſe, 
wherein the chiefe Gouernour of that Citie and 
countrey is appointed alwayes to lodge,which was 
this. «xx he comming to thehall or otherroomes of 
this houſe , you mult fiſt aſcend vp by a faire large 
pairc ofttaires,atthe head of which ſtaires isa hand- 
ſome ſpatious place to walke in, fomewhat like yn- 
to a gallerie, wherein vpon one of the walles, right 
oucragainſt you as you enterthe ſayd place, foas 

our eye cinot eſcape the ſight of1r,there is deſcri- 
ol & painted ina very large Scutchion, the armes 
of the king of Spaine,& och lower partofthe ſaid 
Scutchion, there is likewiſe deſcribed a globe,con- 
taining in it the whole circuite of the ſea and the 
earth, whereuponis a horſe ſtanding on his hinder 
part within the globe,and the othef tore part with- 
out the globe, lifced vp as it wereto leape, with a 
ſcroll painted in his mouth, wherein was written 
theſe wordesin Latin Non Svrrricit Oksrs: 
which is as much to fay, as the world ſuffiſerh nor, 
whereof the meaning was required to be knowne 
of ſome of thofe ofthe better ſort,that came income» 
-miſſion to rreate ypon the ranſome of the towne, 
who would (hake their heads, and turne aſide their 


countenance in ſome ſiniling ſort, without aunſwe-

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_ . ringanything, as greatly aſhamed thercof, For by 


ſome of our companie jt was told them, that if the 
Queene of England would refolutely proſecute the 
warres againſt rhe king of Spaine, he (hould be for- 
ced to lay alide that proude and vnreaſonable rea- 
ching vaine of his, for he ſhould finde more then 
inoughto.do,to keepethat which he had alreadte, 
as by the preſent example of theirloſt rowne they 
might for a beginning perceaue well inough. 

Now to the ſatisfying of ſome men,who maruell 
greary that ſuch a famous & goodly builded Citic

wel inhabited of gallantpeople,very brauely ap- 
arelled ( whereof our ſouldiers found good ſtore 
br their reliefe) ſhould afoord no greater riches 


 thenwasfound there,whercin itis to be vnderſtood 


thatthe Indian people, which were the naturals of 
this whole Iſland of H1se an10ta(the ſame being 
nearc hand aspreat as England) were many yeares 
fince cleane conſumed by the tyrannic of the Spa- 
niards, which was cauſe, that for lacke of people to 
worke in the Mines, the gold &filuer Mines ofthis 
Iſland are wholie giuen ouer, and thereby they arc 
faine in this Iſland to yſe copper money, whereof 


was found veriegreat quantitie, The chiefe trade of 


this place conliſteth of luger&:gy which grow- 
chin te Iland, and of hides of oxenandkine, 
which in this walt countrey ofthe Iſland are bred

flkes,all which prouiſions are brought out of Spain 
and ſcrued vs for great releefe. There was burlitle 
plate or veſſell of filuer, in compariſonofthegreat 
wang in other things ofthis towne, becauſe intheſe

From S. Dom1inGo we putouerto the maine 
or firme land, and going all alongeſt the coait, we 
came atthe laſtin Bhi ofCarTAGENA, ſtanding 
yponthe ſea ſide, foncareas ſome of our barkes in 
paſſing alongeſt, approched within the reach.of 
their Culucrin ſhot, which they had planted vpsn

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; cerraine platformes. The harbour mouth lay ſome 
| fluemilestothe V Veſtward ofthe towne,wherinto 
we centred aboutthree orfoure ofthe clocke in the

cuening we putourſclues on land towards the har- 
bour mouth, vai the leading of Maiſter Carlceill 
our Licurenantgenerall , who after he had digeſted 
vsto march forward about the midnight , as caſily 
as foot might fall,expreſlel ap to keepe 
cloſe by the ſea wath of theſhore for our beſt and 
ſureſt way,whereby we were likero gothrough,and 
notto mifle any more of the way , which once we 
had loſt within an hower after our firſt beginning to 
march, throughthe {lender knowledge of him that 
toke ypo him to be our guide,wherby the night {per 
on, which otherwiſe muſt hauc bene done by re- 
ſting. Burt as we came within two miles ofthe rown, 
their horſemen which were ſome hundred, met vs, 
 andraking the Alarum, retired totheir towneward

The troopes being nowe in their march halfe a 
mile behicher the towne or leſle, the ground we 
were on greweto be ſtraight, and not abouefiftie 
paſesouer, hauingthe maine ſea on the one fide of 
It, and the harbour water or inner ſea( as you may 
tearme it) on the otherſide, This ſtraight was forti- 
hed cleane ouer with a ſtone wall and a ditch with- 
out it, the ſaid wall being as orderly built with flan- 
king in cucry part, as can be ſet downe. There was 
onely ſo much of this ſtraight vnwalled, as might 


ſerue for the iſſuing of the horſemen, or the paſſing 
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of cariage intime ofnecde: but this vnwalled part 
' was nct wilhputa very good Barricado of wine 
burs orpipes,hilled with carth,full and thick as they 
mightſtand onend one by other,ſome part ofthem 
ſtanding cuen within the maine ſea, 
 Thisplaceof ſtrength was furniſhed of fixe great 
peeces,demi-Culucrins and Sakers, whichihor di-

without this wall ypon the inner ſide of the ſtraight, 
they had brought likewiſe two great gallics with 
theirproweſleto the ſhore, hauing planted inthem 
eleuen peeces of ordinice which did bear all croſſe 
theſtraight, and flanked our comming on. In theſe 
wo ores wered planted three or foure hundred 
| ſmall{hor, andon the land in the gard onely of this 
place three hundred ſhotand pikes. 

They in this their full readineſle to receaue vs, 
ſparcd nottheirſhotboth great and ſmall. But our 
Lieutenant generall, raking the aduanrage of the 
_ darke ( the day light as yet not broken out) ap- 
_ proched by the loweſt ground, according tothe 
expreſſe direion which him ſelfc had formerly gi- 
uen, the ſame being the ſea waſh ſhore, wherethe 
' water was ſomewhar fallen, fo as molt of all rheir 
ſhot was in yaine. Our Lieutenant generall com- 
maunded our ſhot to forbeare ſhooting vntill we 
were come tothe wallſ{ide,8 fo with pikes roundly

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together we approched the place, where we ſoone 
found out the Barricadocs of pipes or buts, to be 
the mecteſtplace for our aſſault, whichnorwithſtan- 
ding it was well furniſhed with pikes and ſhot, was 
without ſtaying attempted by vs; downe went the 
burs of carth, and pell mell came our ſwordesand 
pikes together, after our ſhot had firſt giuentheir 
volley, cucn at the enemies noſe, Our pikes were 
ſomewhat longer then theirs,and our bodies better 
. armed, for very fewe of them were armed, with 
which aduantage our ſwordes and pikes grewe to 
hard for them, and they driuento giue k 5 . In 
this furious entrie,the Licurenantgenerall lue with 
his owne hands,the chicf enſigne bearer ofthe Spa- 
niards, who fought very manfully to his lives end. 
VVefollowedintothe towne withthem,and gt- 
uing them noleaſureto breath , we wanne the mar- 
ker place,albeirthey made head,and fought awhile 
before we got it, andſo we being once ſeazed and 
aſſured of that, they were content to ſuffer vs to 
lodge within their towne, and them ſcluesto goto 
their wiues, whom they had cariedinto other pla- 
ces of the countrey before our comming thither. . 

At cuerie ſtreetes end they had raiſed very fine 
Barricadoes of earth workes,with trenches without 
them, as well made as cuer we ſaw any worke done: 
atthe entring whereof was ſomelitle refiltance,but

 Everic man aſwell of one part as of another, 
came ſo willingly on to the ſcruice, as the enemie 
was notable to endurethe furic of fuch hore aflault. 
VVeſtayed here ixe weekes, & the ickenefle with 
mortality before ſpoken of, {till continuing among 
vs,though nor with the fame furic as at the hft,and 
fuchas were touched with the ſaid {ickenefle, eſca- 
ping death, very few ornone almoſt could recouer 
againetheir ſtrength, yea many ofthem were much 
decayed in their memorfe, infomuch that it was 
grovvenan ordinarietudgement, vvhen one yvas 
heardeo fpeake foolithly, to fay he had beneſicke 
of the Calentour, vvhich is the Spanith name of 
their burning ague : for as I told you before, it is a 
yenic burning & peltitenr ague. i he originall cauſe 
thereof, is impuredrothe euening or firtt night aire

V 'Vith this incouenience of continuall mortality, 
wewcreforced togiue ouergur inteded enterpriſe, 
togowith Noupxe Dt Diog,andſooucrland 
to PanxNANIA,| where we houlde haue ſtroken 
the ſtroke forthetreaſure, and full recompence of 
our tediouſe trauailes. And thus at CARTAGENA 
 wetokeourfirſtreſolutionto returne homewards. 
But while we/were yet there, ithappened one 
day, thatour watch called the Senlinell, vpon the 
Church ſteeple, had diſcouered inthe ſcaa couple 
of ſmall 4 or boates, making in with the har- 
bourofCarTAGENa, wherepo Captaine Moone 
and Capraine Varney, with lohn Grant the Maiſter 
of the Tyger, and ſome other ſeamen, embarqued 
them ſelues in a couple of ſmall Pinnaces, to take 
' them before they ſhould come neare the ſhore, at 
the mouth of the harbour, leſt by ſome ſtragling 
| Spaniards fromthe land, they might be warned by 
ſignes from comi ab which fell outaccordingly, 


norwichſding al the diligence that our menco d 
vic 
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vie; forthe-Spaniſh,boates, vpon the ſight of our 
Pinnaces comming to wards them, rav them ſelues 
aſhore, and ſorheirmen preſently hid them ſelues 
inthe buſhes hard by the (ea {ide, amongeſt ſomg 
Others that had calledthem by ſignes thither; Our 
men preſently without any & regard hadto the 
qualitie ofthe placc,and ſeeing no man of the Spa- 
niardsto ſhew them (clues, aboordedthe Spaniſh 
barkesor boares, and foſtanding all openinthem, 
were ſuddenly ſhotat by a troope of Spaniards out 
.of the buſhes , by which volley of ſhot there were 
flaine Captaine Varney, whodied preſently, and 
Captaine Moone, who died ſome fewedayes after, 
beſides ſome foure or fiue others that were hurt: & 
ſoour folkes returned withouttheir purpoſe, not 
hauing anic ſufficient number of fouldicrs, with 
them to fight on ſhore. Forthoſe men they carricd 
wereall marrinersto rowe, fewe ofthem armed,be- 
cauſc they madeaccomprt with their ordinance to 
hauectaken the barks well inough at ſea,which the 
might full eaſily haue done, oe anylofſeart ul 
if they had come in timeto the harbour mouth,be- 
fore the Spaniards boates had gotten fo neare the 
ſhore. 

Pwring abode inthis place, as alſo a S.D o-

thouſand Ducketrs for that which was yer ſtanding, 
rhe Ducket valued/at fue ſhillings ſixe pence fter- 
"Fs rowne (though not halte ſo bigge as S.D o- 
MING0) giuesasyou ſee, afarre greater ranſome, 
being in very deede offarre more importance, Pl 
reaſon ofthe excellencie ofthe harbour, and the 
fituation thereof, to ſerue the trade of NomprE 
De Dros andother places, andis inhabited with 
farre morerich merchants. Theotheris chiefly in- 
habited with Lawyers and braue Gentlemen,being 
the chiefe or higheſt appeale of their ſutesin law of 
allche Iſlands aboutit, and of the maine land coaſt 
next vntoit. Anditisofno ſuch accomprtas C a r- 
TAGENA, for theſe and ome otherlike reaſons, 
which I could giue you,cuer long to be now write, 
| Thewarning which this townereceaucd of cur 
38 r comming 
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comming towardsthem, from S.D ox 18N 6c0, by 
the ſpace of twentie dayes before our anuall hnher, 
was caule that thzy had both fornhed & cuery way 
preparcd for their beſt defence. As alfo that they 
had caried & conueyed away all their treaſure and 
principall ſubſtance. 

The ranſome of an hundred and ten thouſand 
Duckets thus concluded on, as is atorefayd, the 
ſame being written, & expreſſing for nothing more 
thentherowne af CaxTAGEXN a,vponthe paiment 
of the layd ranſome, we leftthe fayd rowne, and 
dreweſome part of our ſouldiers into the Priorie or 
Abbey, ſtanding a quarter of an Engliſh mile be- 
lowe the towne ypon the harbour water fide, the 
ſame being walled with a wall of ſtone, which we 
told the Spaniards was yetours, and not redeemed 
by their compolition: whereupon they finding the 
defeR of theircontradt, were contentto enter into 
onother raunſome forall places , but ſpecially for 
the ſayd houſe, as alfothe blocke houſe or Caſtle, 
which is vponthe mourh of theinner harbour, And 
 whenweasked as much forthe one as forthe other, 

they yeelded to giue a thouſand-crownes for the 
Abbey, leauing vs.to rake onr pleafure-vpon' the 
blocke houſe, which they fayd they were not able 
toraunſome, having {trexched them felues to the 
yttermoſt of their powers : and cherefore the /ayd 
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blocke houſe was by vs vndermined, and ſo with 
gun pouder blowen vp in peeces. 

VVhilethis latter contra was in making, our 
whole Fleete of ſhips fell downe towards the har- 
bour mouth, where they ankered the third time,& 
_ employed their men in fetching of freſh water a- 
boord the ſhips for our voyage homewardes,which 
watcr was had ina great well,thatis inthe Iſland by 
the harbour mouth, which landis a verie pleafanr 
placc as hath bene ſeenc,hauing in it manie ſorts of 
goodly and very pleaſant fruits,asthe orenge trees 
and others, bcing ſet orderly in walkes of great 
length together, Inſomuch as the whole Iſland be- 
ing ſome two or three miles abour, is caſt into 
groundes ofgardening and orchards. 

Afterſixe weekes abode inthisplace, we putto 
ſea the laſt of March,where after two or three dayes 
a great{hip which we had taken at S. Dom1nco, 
and thereupon wascalled the New yeares gift, fell 
intoagreatleake,being laden with ordinice, hides, 
and other ſpoiles, andin the night ſhe loſtthe com- 
panie of our Fleete, which being miſſed the next 
morning bythe Generall, he caſt about with the 
whole Fleete, fearing ſome greatmiſchaunceto be 
happenedynto her, as in verie deede it fo fell out, 
for herleake was fo great; and hermenwere all ry- 


red with pomping. But atthc laſt hauing found her 


and 
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and the Barke Talbot in her companie, which ſtay- 
ing by great hap with her, wasreadieto take their 
men out of her, forthe ſauing of them. And fo the 
Generall being fully aduerriſed oftheir great extre- 
mitic,made faile direly backe againetoCarra- 
GENA with the whole Fleete, where hauing 
eight or tenne dayes more, aboutthe vnlading of 
this ſhip, andthe beſtowing thereof and her men, 
into other ſhips, we departed once againeto ſea, 
directing our courſe towards the Cape S.ANTH o- C 
N1E, bcingthe Eaſtermoſt partof C vs a, whither , Ys 
wearriuedthe ſeuen &twentieth of Aprill. Burbe- -_-/ 
cauſe freſh water could not preſently be found, we 
weyed anker and departed, thinking in fewe dayes ___ 
torecouerthe MATTANCES, aplace tothe Eaſt- ar 
ward of Havana. T 

After we had failed ſome fourteene dayes, we 
were brough: toCapeS. AnT#on1tagaine, tho- 
rough lacke of fauorable wind : bur the our ſcarſitie 
was growen ſuch, asneede made vs looke alitle 
better for water, which we found in {ſufficient quan- 
titie, being in deede, as iudge, none other then 
raine water newly tallen , and gathered vp by ma- 
king pittes ina plot ofmarrih ground, fſomethree 
hundred paſes from the ſea (ide, | 293 

 Idowrong if [ſhould forget the good example + 
of the Gcenerall at this place, who ro encourage 
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others, and to haſtenthe getting of freſh water a- 
boord the ſhips, tooke no leſle paine himſelfe then 
the meaneſt,asalſo atS.Domutnco,CARTAGENA 
and all other places, hauing alwayes fo vigilanta 
carc and foreſight inthe good ordering of his fleet, 
accompanying them, asitis ſayd, with ſuch won- 
derfull trauell of bodic, as doubtleflc had he bene 
the meaneſt perſon, as he was the chicfeſt, he had 
yetdeſeruedthe firſt place othonour: and noleſle 
happie do we accompt him, for being aflociated 
with Maiſter Carleillhis Lieutenantgenerall, by 
whoſe experience, prudent counſell, and gallant 
performance, heatchiued ſo manyand happic en- 
terpriſes of the warre , by whom alſo he was veric 
greatly aſſiſted, in ſetting downe the needefull or- 
ders, lawes, and courſe of iuſtice, and for the due 
adminiſtration ofthe ſame vpon all occaſions. 
After three dayes ſpent in watering our ſhips,we 
departed now the ſecond timefromthis Cape of S. 
AnTHONEthethirtecnth of May,andproceedin 
about the Cape/of F.ox1Da, we neuer bes 
' anjewhere , but coaſting alongſt Frox1Da, and 
recpingghe ſhore ſtill in fight, the cight and twen- 
tieth of May carly in the morning, we deſcried on 
_ theſhorea place builtlike a Beacon, which was in 
 deedea {caffold ypon foure long maſtes, raiſed on 
enge for men to diſcouer to.the ſeaward, being hw

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the Jatitude ofthirtie degrees,or verie neare there- 
unto, Our Pinnaces manned, andcommingto the 
ſhore, we marched vp alongſttheriuer ſide, to ſee 
what place the enemy held there:for none amongſt 
VS had an biookdb thereofatall. 

Here kl e General tooke occafjon to march with 
the companies him ſelfe in perſon, the Lieutenant 
 generall hauing the Vantgard, and going a mile vp 
E ſomewhat = by ” ed kde, Fs might di- 
ſcerne onthe other ide of the riuer ouer againſt vs, 
afort,which newly had bene built by the Spaniards, 
and ſome mile or there about aboue the fort, wasa 
litle towne or village without walles,built of wood- 
denhouſes: we forthwith prepared to haue ordi- 
nance for the batrerie, and one pecce was a litle 
beforethe euening planted, andthe firſt ſhort being 
made by the Licurenant generall him ſelfe at cheir
